Reports from plants through- 
out Ulie Central West give the Impres- 
sion that fully B69'n ot productive ca- 
pacity of .blast furnaces belonging to 
merchant Interests have already been 
compelled to bunk. 


Furnaces both blast and open-b.en.rth 


operated by the steel companies have 
also been compelled to curtail pro- 
duction to as great. It not a greater 
extent The prospect is that the situ- 
ation will grow worse, rather than 
better, In the next few days, and no 
Important relief Is anticipated In-side 
of several weeks. Sheet mills, wire 
drawers and tin plate mills apparently 
are suffering most from lack of steel 
and Inadequate supply of fuel gas. 


Ordinarily, there Is a shut-down ot 


steel plants during the Christmas and 
N<nv Year holidays but the suspension 
this year will be tho severest since 
1814. 
Mhlpimmts of finished steel on 


contracts arc falling off heavily and 
not a few manufacturers will be com- 
pelled to curtail or suspend operation 
In the near future. 
In some cases, 


largo consumers ot steel are receiving
